Clams 1-9 are distinguishable over the prior art. As per claims 1 and 8, the prior art of 
record does not show or reasonably suggest, in combination with the other claimed subject 
matter, an automatic vehicle control system for a vehicle traveling on a guideway, and method 
of use thereof, which includes a remote central controller for transmitting a restart command to 
an on-board controller upon detection of a failure state wherein a reset command is generated 
in response thereto and operation resumed if it is determined that the vehicle has not changed 
travel direction since the time of the detected failure. Dependent claims 2-7 and 9 are 
distinguishable for at least the same reasons.
